Political instability in France—a disturbing factor 


in inter-alllrd relationships in the past 
may become 


an even more critical factor in the future as the 


Western power* continue ‘heir efforts to consolidate 


the European defense system and prepare for forth­ 


coming negotiations with Soviet Russia. 


If France is to discharge commitments undertaken 


Jointly with the United State." and Great Britain, it 


is clear that succeeding governments will need greater 
arability, and a firmer basis of political support, than 
has been enjoyed by most French cabinets since the 
end of World War II 
The cabiner to be installed in January 1954 after 


the election of a new Pre-ident of France, will be the 
19th to take office vince liberation of the country in 
1944, The present government has bern stronger than 
some of its immediate predecessors, but the fact 
remains that the average life of postwar cabinets in 
France has been little more than five month*.

Alcoholism 
is being studied 
n 
laboratories all over the country, In 
one experiment, rats raised on a 
deficient diet developed a craving 
for alcohol, but when given ab' n- 
dant 
food, 
their 
consumption

the drug fell markedly. These re­ 
sults led to the concept tha* crav­ 
ing for alcohol is stimulated bv a 
nutritional 
deficiency. 
But

theory was shortlived. Other scien­ 
tists put rats on a

they gave the animals a choice of 
alcohol plus several other foods of 
equal caloric value.

Alcoholism has existed since the
